1. CLAUDIUS TULLOS was born about 1641. The place 
of his birth is not known. He died in Northumberland 
County, Colony of Virginia, early in 1700. His wife 
was, named SARAH. In published abstracts of Northum- 
berland County records, this man's name usually appears 
@8 CLOUD TULLOS; however, Beverley Fleet (in Virginia 
Colonial Abstracts) notes that the name CLOUD may 

be taken 2s CLAUDE or CLAUDIUS.1 In one land 

record his name appears as CLOUD, alias CLAUDIUS ,” 

and in another it appears as CLAUD; 3 therefore, it 

is this compiler's opinion that his given name was 
CLAUDIUS, but that it was usually informally shortened 
to CLOUD even in official documents.

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RICHARD TULLOS (#12), the executor named in the will, 
refused to take vpon himself the duties of executor, 
JAMES FULKS and SARAH, his wife, one of the daughters 
and legatees of SARAH TULLOS, petitioned for and 

were named administrators of the estate. DAVID 
STRAUGHAN, JAMES (?) GARNER, FRANCIS VANLANDINGHAM 

and GEORGE ROUT were appointed to inventory and app- 
raise the estate of SARAH TULLOS. 


At this writing no record has been found that gives 
us the maiden name of SARAH TULLOS. As will be shown 
later, a grandson of CLAUDIUS and SARAH TULLOS was 
named RODHAM TULLOS. It had been shown above that 
CLAUDIUS TULLOS and MATTHEW RODHAM owned adjoining 
lands as early as 1665. These facts have led to 
speculation that SARAH TULLOS may have been a daughter 
of MATTHEW RODHAM, or that CLAUDIUS and SARAH's son, 
JOHN TULLOS, may have married a granddaughter of 
MATTHEW RODHAM. No conclusive evidence has been 
found to support that contention. The register of 
St. Stephen’s Parish, Northumberland County, Colony of 
Virginia, containe a record of the following births:

EDWARD BARNES witnessed the deed. On 17 April 1734, 
the last will of RICHARD TULLOS was presented to a 
court in Northumberland County by RICHARD DODSON, 

alias TULLOS, the executor named therein.2 No explana- 
tion has been found for the use of an alias by RICHARD 
DODSON. The will was proved by the oaths of JOHN ISON 
and JOHN TULLOS (#151). HOWSON KENNER, THOMAS BROWN 
and RICHARD TOWSON were appointed to inventory and 
appraise the estate of RICHARD TULLOS. WILLIAM HUGE- 
LETT appeared before a court held 1a Northumberland 
County on 23 January 1735/36 and made oath that RICHARD 
TULLOS had died without making a will.3 He petition- 
ed for, and was named, the administrator of the estate. 
Therefore, {t appears clear that there were two men 
named RICHARD TULLOS who died in Northumberland in 

1734 and 1735, and that the wife of one of them was 
named ELIZABETH. 


It 1s possible that the second RICHARD TULLOS to 
die was the RICHARD DODSON, alias TULLOS, who was the 
executor named in the will of the first one to die, 

In a deed from RICHARD TULLOS (#151) to Major WILLIAM 
TAITE, dated 8 June 1751, the land being transferred 
was described as bounded by the land of ELIZABETH 
TULLOS, among others.4 She may have been the widow 

ef this RICHARD TULLOS, or she may have been the widow 
of JOHN TULLOS (#153) who had died in Northumberland 
in 1742, It is this compiler's opinion that the two 
RICHARD TULLOSES who died in Northumberland in 1734 
and 1735 were father and son, or adopted son, and 

that ELIZABETH TULLOS was the wife of the older RICH- 
ARD, since she had joined with her husband in executing 
a land deed as early as 1719. 


The name of RICHARD TULLOS appears often in North- 
umberland County records. RICHARD TULLOS, nade motion 
to the oaths of THOMAS BUSHROD, RUTH PROVERS, and 
SAMUEL BROWN.5 RICHARD TULLOS was witness to a deed 
from GRADY to SHIRLEY, 13 March 1705/0636 JOHN WIGGLINS, 
age 3 years, was bound to RICHARD TULLOS, of St. 
Stephen's Parish, to be taught the trade of cooper, 6 
July 1708.6 and was still bound to him in 1713. Per- 
haps RICHARD DODSON, alias TULLOS, had also been 
bound to RICHARD TULLOS at an early age and had grow 
up in his home as an adopted son. RICHARD TULLOS 
refused to serve as the executor of the wiil of his 
mother, SARAH TULLOS, 12 March 1713/14. 


On 17 May 1713, RICHARD TULLOS owned land adjoining 
60 acres in Sct. Stephen's Parish sold by ROBERT BANKS 
and ELIZABETH, his wife, to ALLEN HUNTER.& JOHN TULLOS 
(#15), RICHARD TULLOS and RODHAM NEALE were wintnesses 
to the will of ELIZABETH CREEL, of St. Stephen's 
Parish, 15 May 1727;7 and RICHARD TULLOS paid quit 
rent co THOMAS BERRY of Northumberland County in 1723.8 

12 August 1718, RICHARD TULLOS, surveyor of the 
nighway from Cox's Mill to Dawsen's Mill, was summcned 
to appear before the grand jury on a charge of net 
keeping the road clear.? The charge was dismissed 
"for lawful reasons” on 17 September 1718. The reason 
that RICHARD TULLOS gave for the appointment of DAVID 
STRAUGHAN to act as his attorney on 18 March 1718/19 
was "weakness and infirmity of body there by being 
rendered incapable of traveling or journeying."1 That 
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game illness could have been the reason for which he 
had not carried out hie duties as surveyor of the 


highway. 


There was a JOHN TULLOS who died in Northumberland 
County in 1764 who was not the brother of RICHARD 
TULLOS and he was not the son of JOHN TULLOS (#15). 
The logical assumption is that he was a eon of this 
RICHARD TULLOS since no cther TULLOS families have 
been identified in the county in those years. 


The probable children of RICHARD TULLOS and ELIZA~ 
BETH, his wife were: 
1. JOHN TULLOS, date of birth not known, died in 
Northumberland County in 1764/65. Which see.

JOHN KENNEDY 
appeared before a court held in Northumberland County, 
13 February 1764/65, and made motion that he be named 
administrator of the estate. of JOHN TULLOS who had 
died without making ea will. He was nemed administre- 
tor of the estate and, on his motion, SAMVEL ESKRIDGE, 
WILLIAM ELKRIDGE, NEDDY BARNES and WILLIAM BARNES 

were appointed to inventory and appraise the estate.1 
NEDDY BARNES may have been the same man as the EDWARD 
BARNES who witnessed the deed from RICHARD TULLOS (#12) 
to JOHN LEWIS, 18 March 1718/19, or NEDDY BARNES and 
WILLIAM BARNES may have been sons of EDWARD BARNES. 
The appeerance of the name, BARNES, on documents re- 
lating to both JOHN TULLOS and RICHARD TULLOS (#12) 
is peinted out here for whatever value the fact may 
be in indicating that JOHN TULLOS lived near where 
RICHARD TULLOS had lived and that he had che same 
friends and neighbors.

SARAH DOLLINS filed a claim for 773 pounds of 
tobacco; JAMES FARNED filed claim for 453 pounds of 
tobacco; and JOHN and MARY LEWIS filed claim for 1,027 
pounds of tobacco.1 Those claims were honored. 


The register of St. Stephen's Parish, Northumberland 
County, contains a record of the following birth; ANN 
TELES (sic), daughter to RICHARD, born 11 June 1728; 
and WILLIAM TILES (etc), son to RICHARD, born 18 August 
1734.2 It must be considered possible that either or 
both of those children could have been the issue of 
RICHARD TULLOS (#151), but he did not name a son, 
WILLIAM, in hie will and he had one daughter named 
SARAH ANN. It ie this compiler's opinion that ANN and 
WILLIAM TULLOS were the issue of thia RICHARD TULLOS. 
If so, his known children were:

JOHN TULLOS tock oath to 
prove the will cf his brother, RICHARD TULLOS, which 
was presented before a court held in Northumberland 
County on 17 April 1734.1 RICKARD TULLOS (#151) 
appeared before a court held in Northumberland County, 
‘11 April 1737, and made petition that he be named ad- 
ministrator of the estate of JOHN TULLOS whe had died 
without making a will. He was named administrator 

of the estate and, on his motion, RICHARD BOOTH, 
SAMVEL WINSTEAD, GIBERT HAROLD and JAMES FARNED (he is 
shown in some records as JAMES FURNEI) were appointed 
to inventory anc appraise the estate of JOHN TULLOS, 
deceased. BARBARA TULLOS, widow of the deceased, had 
refused to serve as administratrix. It may be assumed 
that she had refused to accept the appointment, to 
which she had some claim as surviving widow, in order 
to let the count appoint her son, RICHARD TULLOS, as 
administrator with assurance that the appointment would 
not be contested later. 

Two other men named JCHN TULLOS died in Nerthumber- 
land County in these vears. JOHN TULLOS, whe dlec in 
Northumberland in 1742, left a widow named ELIZAEETHS 
and s minor son namec RICHARD.4 The fact that he left 
a winor son named RICHARD eetablishes that he was not 
this JOHN TULLOS whose son, RICHARD, was born in 1701.

the estate of this JOHN TULLOS. It is this compiler's 
opinion that the two men named JOHN TULLOS who died 

in Northumberland in 1737 and 1742 were father and 
son, and that the three men who served as appraisers 
of both estates were friends and neighbors of the 
family. The JOHN TULLOS who died in 1742 left a 
rather modest estate.2 A third JOHN TULLOS died in 
Northumberland in 1764/65. JOHN KENNEDY was appoint~ 
ed to serve as administrator of his estate and there 
is no record of a surviving widow. 


JOHN TULLOS, who is the subject of this sketch, 
was certainly dead before 1751 when RICHARD TULLOS 
(#151) sold land in Northumberland County that had 
descended from CLAUDIUS TULLOS to his son, JOHN TULLOS, 
and from him to his son, RICHARD TULLOS, the seller 
named in the deed.? The JOHN TULLOS who died in 
Northumberland in 1764/65 was probably a son of RICHARD 
TULLOS (#12). JOHN and BARBARA TULLOS named a son 
RODHAM TULLOS. The occurrence of the given name of 
RODHAM in the family has caused speculation among re- 
searchers over a possible connection between the TULLOS 
and RODHAM families {nm Northumberland. No conclusive 
evidence has been found to document such a connection. 
It is possible that SARAH TULLOS, mother of JOHN, was 
a daughter of MATTHEW RODHAM. It is also possible 
that BARBARA TULLOS, wife of JOHN, was a daughter of 
ROBERTI and SUSANNA MASON. SUSANNA MASON appears to 
‘have been a daughter of MATTHEW RODHAM.

RICHARD TULLOS, 
of St. Stephen's Parish, sold JOHN LEWIS a tract of 
land in Northumberland County in 1727.1 He served as 
administrator of his father's estate in Northumberland 
County in 1737.2 The register of St. Stephen's Parish, 
Northumberland County, contains a record of the fol- 
lowing births: RICHARD TILES (etc), son to RICHARD, 
born 31 March 1730; ELIZABETH and SARAH ANN TILES 
(ate), twins to RICHARD, born 6 December 1731.3 The 
Parish register also contains a record of the birth 

of ANN TELES (etc), daughter to RICHARD, born 11 June 
1728; and WILLIAM TILES (etc), son to RICHARD, born 

18 August 1734.3 RICHARD TULLOS had one daughter 
named SARAH ANN and she was named in his will. He 

did not name a son, WILLIAM, in his will. It is this 
compiler‘s opinion that ANN and WILLIAM TULLOS were 
children of another RICHARD TULLOS (#122). 


There is a record (not documented by this compiler), 
possibly from Northumberland County, which shows that 
on 13 November 1750 one LARNED BUSSEL was bound by the 
court to RICHARD TULLOS until he reached the age of 
21 to be taught the trade of shoemaker and to ba 
taught to read and write. RICHARD TULLOS moved from 
Northumberland County sometime before 1751. On 8 
June of that year, he was living in St. Anne Parish 
in Albemarle County, Virginia, when he eold 150 acree 
of land in Northurcberland County to Major WILLIAM e 
TAITE for the sum of fifty-five pounds “current money.’ 

The land was described as "lying in the fork of 
the said Major WILLIAM TAITE's mill pond bounded by 
the lands of PATRICK NEALY, JOHN SMITH, JOHN KING and 
ELIZABETH TULLOS, which land was escheated by CLAUD 
TULLOS about the year sixteen hundred and eighty, which 
land descended to his son, JOHN TULLOS, and from him 
tc his son, RICHARD TULLOS, one of the parties of this 
deed." The ELIZABETH TULLOS mentioned in the deed was 
either the widow cf RICHARD TULLOS (#12) or of JOEN 
ToLEGs Gi1S3). 


RICHARD TULLOS acquired and seld four cracts of land 
in Albemarle (later Bedford) County, Virginia. It is 
probable that he was speculating in lard in a small 
way. On 16 August 1756 he received a King's patent 
for 167 acres in Albemarle described as being “on both 
sides of Ivy Creek at Blackwater."5 He paid twenty 
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shillings for the land and held it until 22 February 
1763 when he sold it to BENJAMIN JOHNSON for sixty- 

five pounds "current money."6 When sold the land was 
described as “lying formerly in Albemarle but now in 
Bedford County on Ivy Creek," and RICHARD TULLOS then 
lived "in the County of Bedford in the Parish of 
Rustle." ELIZABETH TULLOS signed the deed with her hus- 
band. RICHARD TULLOS held that land longer than any 
other tract that he owned in the area, therefore, it 

is probable that he made his home on that land. 


RICHARD TULLOS received another patent for 115 

acres of land in Albemarle, also on 16 August 1756, 

and also described as being on Ivy Creek at Blackwater.’ 
Be sold that 115 acres on 24 March 1760 to EDWARD 
BRIGHT for twenty pounds "current money of Virginia " 
and ELIZABETH TULLOS joined him in excuting the deed.8 
On 23 May 1760, RICHARD TULLOS received a King's patent 
for 400 acres of land in Albemarle described as being 
"on the north side of and adjoining the Fluvanna River." 

He sold the land to JOHN GOODWIN, 27 September 1760, 

for fifty-five pounds "Virginia money."20 RICHARD 
TULLOS received a patent for 352 acres of land in 
Albemarle County "on the head of Cedar Creek between 
the waters of Ivy Creek and Tomahawk Creek" on 25 

March 1762, at a cost of thirty-five shillings.11 He 
_gsold 170 acres of that tract to CHARLES LYNCH on 28 
February 1764 for twenty pounds “current money."12 The 
land was described as being on a branch of Ivy Creek 
called “Cedar Creek," and the deed notes that the residue 
of the tract was granted to BYRAM BALLARD. On 29 
February 1764, RICHARD TULLOS sold 190 acres of land to 
BYRAM BALLARD for twenty three pounds “current money 

of Virginia."l3 The deed notes that the land was part 
of a tract the residue of which was granted to CHARLES 
LYNCH. ELIZABETH TULLOS joined her husband in execut- 
ing those two deeds. There was a difference of eight 
acres between the land that RICHARD TULLOS acquired by 
patent in 1762 and the’sum of the two tracts that he 
sold in 1764.

It appears that, after leaving Bedford County, Vir—- 
ginia, RICHARD TULLOS lived for a short time in Anson 
County, North Carolina, before moving on to Cumberland 
County, North Carolina. On 4 February 1765 RICHARD 
TULLOS, of Anson County, North Carolina, purchased 
from JOHN SMITH, Sandhill, 200 acres of land and a 
mill in Cumberland County, North Carolina, for the 
sum of 100 pounds "Provincial money."14 There were 
three men named JOHN SMITH, in North Carolina in those 
years. The one who sold the plantation anc the mill 
to RICHARD TULLOS was a Scotch Highlander who had lived 
first in Anson County before moving to a place on Mill 
Creek and the Yadkin Road at the edge of the sandhills 
in Cumberland (now Moore) Country. He then called him- 
self JOHX SMITH, Sandhill. The other two were known 
ae JOHN SMITH, Little River, and JOHN SMITH, Carpenter. 
RICHARD TULLOS later acquired an additional 200 acres 
in Cumberland County which probably joined the tract 
that he bought from JOHN SMITH, Sandhill. The record 
of the acquisition of that additional 200 acres had 
not been located, but RICHARD TULLOS willed the land to 
his sons at his death. The land was described as 
"Joining the old survey granted by His Majesty Letter 
Patent unto John Smith bearing date of 21 February 
1763." That tract was in addition to the plentation 
and grist mill that he left to his wife during her 
lifetime. - ; 


The will of RICHARD TULLOS wae written on 21 March 
1771 and witnessed by JAMES SANDAY, JOSEPH BUCHANAN 
and WILLIAM MORRIS. The will was filed before a 
court held in Cumberland County in October 1771. by 


WILLIAM MORRIS, one of the subscribing witnesses.15 
Like many early wills, it was written only a few months 
before RICHARD’s death. It is possible that he was 

411 and anticipationg death when the will wae written. 


RICHARD left the plantation and the grist mill 
where he lived to his two younger sons, TEMPLE and 
WILLOUGHBY. After ELIZABETH's death or remarriage 
her one-third interest was to pass to TEMPLE and 
WILLOUGHBY. He left the 200 acre tract mentioned 
above to his sons, JOHN and TEMPLE. He left a sorrel 
horse, her (sic) saddle and bridle, and his horned 
cattle to his wife, ELIZABETH. To his daughter, SARAH 
ANN, and her husband, JAMES MORGAN, he left one ewe. 
To his daughters, ELIZABETH BUNNELL and JANE GWYN, 
and to his son, RICHARD TULLOS, he left five shillinge 
each; to be paid to them by his younger sons, TEMPLE 
and WILLOUGHBY, when they came of the age of twenty 
one years. The natural conclusion to be drawn from 
those nominal bequests ie that RICHARD TULLOS intended 
to name each of his living children in the will. His 
son RICHARD TULLOS, had stayed behind in Bedford 
County, Virginia, and his daughters may have stayed 
there, too. It may have been that the children who 
were left the bulk of his estate were the ones that 
were with him in Cumberland County. RICHARD TULLOS 
mentioned no slaves in his will; presumably, he had 
none. He named JOHN LAWRENCE and his son, JOHN TULLOS, 
to serve as executors of the will. 


On 19 February 1780, ELIZABETH TULLOS, and her sons 
TEMPLE and WILLOUGHBY, sold the 200 acre plantation 
and the grist mill in Cumberland County to ISAAC 
SANDERS for the sum of eighty pounds.16 ELIZABETH 
TILLIS (sic) was listed as the owner of 150 egress 
of land in Anson County in an 1872 tax list. 
ELIZABETH TULLOS, with one other female in her house- 
hold, was living in Duplin County, North Carolina, at 
the time of the 1883 census.18 TEMPLE and WILLOUGHBY 
TULLOS were also in Duplin County then; each listed 
as head of a family. We may assume that they were 
married by then. Wo.record of the death of ELIZABETH 
TULLOS has been found. 


The children of RICHARD TULLOS and ELIZABETH, his 

wife, were:

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1511. RICHARD TULLOS, son of RICHARD TULLOS, was 
born 31 March 1731 in Northumberland County, Colony 

of Virginia, and died about 1817 in Bedford County, 
Virginia. His wife, JANE, was born about 1734 and died 
in Bedford County on 22 January 1813. RICHARD TULLOS 
had a survey made of 104 acres in Bedford County, lying 
“on both sides of Burnt Bridge Creek, a north branch 

of Ivy Creek,” on 29 November 1767.* He patented 374 
acres in Bedford County "on both sides of Ivy Creek" 

on 16 March 1771,2 and sold that same tract to JOHN 
WAYLES of Charles City County on 22 October 1771 for 
eighty pounds current money.3 The deed was signed 
"RICHARD O TULLOS" and "JANE / TULLOS. Although not 
designated as such, it appears that the "O" and the 
"/" were their marks. 


On 26 February 1776 RICHARD TULLIS (ste) purchased 
from JOHN FROSTE for twenty pounds current money of 
Virginia, 60 acres lying on "both sides of Burnt Bridge 
Creek."4 On 8 May 1791 RICHARD TULLIS (atc) had a 
survey made of 31 acres in Bedford County lying "on 
the Branches of Burnt Bridge Creek."5 RICHARD TULLOS 
(1 white male over 21, 2 horses, no slaves) was on a 
Bedford County tax list in 1800, and he appeared on 


other tax lists from 1785 through 1805. JANE TULLOS 
was ao elder in the Soclety of Friends (Quakers) ,/ 

and RICHARD TULLOS was disowned by the South River 
Meeting (Quakers) on 15 December 1792 for keeping a 
negro in pondage.& Three of RICHARD's children married 
children of JASON and ANN MORELAND. The MORELAND's 
were also Quakers. About 1802 JASON MORELAND, several 
of his sons, and his sons-in-law, JOHN and RICHARD 
TULLOS, moved from Bedford County, Virginia, to 
Columbiana County, Ohio.9

Records relating 
to the family appear in connection with the Middleton 
Monthly Meeting, Columbiana County, Ohio, and even 
later in connection with the Carmel Monthly Meeting in 
Columbiana County.2 JOKN TULLOS was a mexber of 
Colurbiana County descendants of JOHN TULLOS, and his 
brother RICHARD, spelled their name “TULLOSS" for a 
short period before the Civil War. By the time of the 
Civil War most members of the family had adopted the 
spelling "IULLIS." According to family tradition, the 
change in spelling took place after a member of the 
family had corresponded with some members of the TULLIS 
family who were probably descendants of ROBERT TULLIS 
of new Jersey (see preface).

WILLOUGHBY TULLOS next 
appeared on a tax list of Duplin County, North Caro]- 
ina, in 1783.4 His mother, ELIZABETH, and his brother, 
TEMPLE, were also in Duplin County at that time. WILL- 
OUGHBY moved his family to Georgia about 1790. His 
brothers, JOHN and TEMPLE, moved their families to 
Georgia about that time, tuo.

TEMPLE TULLOS and his wife, THANKFUL, were mem— 
bers of Little Ogeechee Baptist Church on the Schre- 
ven and Burke County line in 1797, and TEMPLE's name 
appeared on a land lottery record in 1805.

He was living in 
Georgia in 1792 when his son, TEMPLE, was born be- 
cause TEMPLE gave his birthplace as Georgia in the 
1850 census. Later children were also vorn in Georg- 
da and it appears that WILLOUGHBY TULLOS and family 
lived in Georgia until 1809. On Monday 18 December 
1809, a passport was issued at Milledgeville, Georgia, 
for Mr. WILLIAM TULLOS, Mr. THOMAS TULLOS, Mr. W1ILL- 
OUGHBY TULLOS, with a family of 9 whites ano 7 blacks, 
to travel through the Creek Nation of Indians. WILL- 
IAM TULLOS was a son of JOHN TULLOS of Effiigham 
County, Georgia, and a nephew of WILLOUGHBY TULLOS. 
THOMAS and JOHN TULLOS were WILLOUGHBY's se s. I: is 
worth necting that WILLOUGHBY TULLOS owned seven staves 
in 1809. Although we know little of his accivitics 
in Georgia, we must assume that he had been reasonably 
successful in farming or some other endeavor. Slaves 
were expensive and their owner had to be reasonably 
successful in some occupation in order to afford then 
and to have work to support them. 


WILLOUGHBY TULLOS and his family passed through 
the Indian territory in, what {1s now, Alabama an¢ 
western Georgia, and settled in Amite Coun'y, Mins- 
issippi Territory. The exact date of thei: journey 
is not known but, based on the date of che passport, 
they may well have spent Christmas 180% on the trek. 
No record 1a6 been found to show that WILLOUGHBY 
TULLOS acc iired land in the Mississipy{ Territory 
but, since he owned slaves, he almost certainty would 
have done so. The attraction ot free or cheap land 
wae usual]. whac brought settlers to . new area, ani 
WILLOUGHBY TULLOS settled down and sti.yed. ‘n southern 
Mississipy 3; that is even more reason to b. lieve chat 
he owned | nd there. 


WILLIBY TULLIS (fe) was hey! of « houschold in 
Amice County in 18]0.® WILLIWY (wie) TULLUS regle- 
tered his cattle mark (swallow fork in right ear and 
smooth crop in left ear) in Marion County, Mississi- 
ppi, on 5 May 1812.7 WILLIBY (etc) TULLOS was a 
juror in Marion County, Mississippi, on 4 October 
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1814 ond WILLOB YY GrvoJ TULLOS was 0 juror tn the same 
coum. dn Februiry 1814.8 WiLoBy TULLIS (efe) was 
list. 4 in a special census of Pike county, Missiestppl 
in 1t-!6 and he poid taxes in that county thut year. 


Amite County, where WILLOUGHBY TITLLOS settled when 
he arrived in the territory, was a Jarge county and 
was later carved up into several counties. Marion 
County was formed, in part, from Amite County in 181], 
and Pike County wes formed out of Marion County jn 
1835. The fact thac WILLOUGHBY TULLOS appeared in 
each of those counties 16 not proof that h» moved ab- 
out fn those yeara. He could have Jived on the sare 
site and wppeared in the various county records aa 
he did. In 1824 a survey was made prior to the or~ 
ganization of Simpaon County out of Copiah County, 
and WILLUBY (6 °-') TULLOS was listed as living in the 
arca and owning six slaves; thus he did move between 
18:9 and 1824, WILLABY TULLOUS (sic) was listed in 
th: 1830 census of Simpson County, Mississippi .1 
He was then about 70 years of age and, with advancing 
years, he may have given up his farming operations in 
Pike County and moved to Simpson County to. be near 
several of his sons who had moved to that area. ANNA 
TULLOS, age 6. to 70 and living alone, was listed in 
the 1840 census of Smith County.12 WILLOUGHBY TULLOS 
must have diel before 1840,

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15176. ARCHIBALD TULLOS, son of WILLOUGHBY TULLOS, 
was born about 1795 in Georgia and died shortly be- 
fore 1860 in Choctaw County, Mississippi. He and his 
wife, MARY, are buried in a small family cemetery 
about two miles northwest of Chester, Choctaw County, 
Mississippi. The fourteen graves in the cemetery are 
marked only with native rocks which bear no names or 
dates. 


ARCHIBALD TULLOS was listed as a head of a house- 
hold in the 1820 census of Pike County, Mississippi. 
He and his wife had one son at that time. He has not 
been located by name in the 1830 census of Mississippi. 
His brother, BURRELL TULLOS, was listed as the head of 
a household in Yazoo County, Mississippi, in 1830.2 
It ts clear, from the age and number of individuals 
in his household, that two families were living toget- 
her. It is this compiler's opinion that the other 
family was ARCHIBALD's. BURRELL TULLOS was listed in 
the 1840 census as the head of a household in Choctaw 
County, Mississippi, and the record shows that he had 
no children born before 1830; therefore, all children 
listed with the two families in 1830 probably belonged 
to ARCHIBALD and MARY TULLOS. ARCHIBALD TULLOS pur- 
chased 160 acres of government land in Choctaw County, 
Mississippi, on 11 August 1835 at a cost of $1.25 per 
acre.3 He gave his place of residence at that time as 
Holmes County, Mississippi. Holmes County was formed 
out of Yazoo County in 1833. 


ARCHIBALD TULLOS and his family settled on the 

land in Choctaw County and the log cabin that he built 
in the northwest corner of the tract stood until after 
1900. The small family cemetery where ARCHIBALD and 
MARY TULLOS lie buried is near the site where the cabin 
stood. ARCHIBALD TULLIS (sic) was listed _as the head 
of a household in Choctaw County in 1850.9 MARY 
TULLOS was listed as the head of a household in Choctaw 
in 1860; a son, JAMES TULLOS, and two nieces (daugh- 
ters of BURRELL TULLOS) were living with her. MARY 
TULLOS was still living in Choctaw County in 1870 and 
a widowed (7?) daughter, REBECCA PUGH, was living with 
her.’ Family tradition has it that ARCHIBALD TULLOS 

ted in Choctaw County shortly before the Civil War, 
and that general date is born out by the census re- 
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cords. MARY TULLOS died scmetime after 1879. She 
was born about 1800 in Georgia.

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County and his unit surrendered to Federal troops at 
Citronelle, Alabama, on 5 May 1865. He was paroled 
at Meridian, Mississippi, on 10 May 1865.

The will of RODHAM TULLOS was presented before a 
court held in Northumberland County on 12 March 1811. 
The will was dated 13 December 1810 and was witnessed 
by THOMAS BELL and JUDITH FCLKS.2 WILLOUGHBY N. BERRY- 
MAN and THOMAS ATWELL served as administrators of the 
estate. In the will, RODHAM TULLOS named his daughter, 
NANCY; his youngest son, WILLIAM; and two other child- 
ren; PATTY FISHER and DAVID TULLOS. His wife was not 
named.

156. RODHAM TULLOS, son of JOHN TULLOS, was born 

24 May 1712 in Northumberland County, Colony of Vir- 
ginia, and died, probably before 1769, in Fauquier 
County, Colony of Virginia. His wife was named SUS- 
ANNAH. RODHAM TULLOS moved from Northumberland County 
to Prince William County, Virginia, not later than 
1735. Om 30 June 1735 RODHAM TULLOS, planter, of 
Hamilton Parish, Prince William County, leased 100 
acres of land in Hamilton Parish from JOKN BOYSTONE.} 
The land was described as being on a west branch, on 
the west side of Town Run, and adjoining the land of 
JOHN ALLEN. The terms of the lease were for the pay- 
ment of five pounds sterling for the firet year and 
then “yielding and paying one Ear of Indian Corn at 
the Feast of St. Michael the Archangel only if the 
same shall be lawfully demanded.” The lease was 
recorded before a court held in Prince William County 
on 19 November 1735. JOHN LATTIMORE, Senior, and JOHN” 
LATTIMORE, Junior, witnessed the lease. On that same 
date, 30 Jume 1735, RODHAM TULLOS bought the same 100 
acres from JOHN BOYSTONE for the consideration of two 
thousand eight hundred pounds of tobacco. The wit- 
nesseg were the same as those who witnessed the lease, 
and “the deed was recorded on the same date as the 
lease.! Nothing has been found to indicate why ROD- 
HAM TULLOS both leased and bought the same land on 

the same date and from the same man. The payment of 
one ear of Indian corn a year could hardly be consid- 
ered as valuable consideration for the lease of 100 
acres of land.

The inventory 
and appraisal of the estate, filed 28 June 1759, by 
RICHARD SUTTERIL, CLEMENT NORMAN and GEORGE CROSBY, 

was very emall.* It appears that RICHARD TULLOS died 
unmarried and without issue. It appears, but has not 
been established, that JEANNY LAWRENCE, the wife of 
EDWARD LAWRENCE, was the sister of RICHARD TULLOS.

1563. RODHAM TULLOS, son of RODHAM TULLOS, was born 
about 1740 in Prince William County, Colony of Virgin- 
fa. MARTIN PUCKETT and RHODAM (sic) TULLOS presented 
themselves before a court held in Fauquier County in 
1759 and were sworn in as under sheriffs.) MARTIN 
PUCKETT nineteen vears old at the time and it may be 
assumed that RODKAM TULLOS was about the same age. 
Under sheriffs were usually young men who served the 
sheriff of the county as messengers or errand boys. 


RODHAM TULLOS married ANN JAMES FINNIE, daughter of 
JOHN JAMES, on 21 August 1764 in Fauquier County.? 
ANN JAMES FINNIE, the widow of JOEN FINNIE, who had 
died in Fauquier in 1760, and by tim she had one dau- 
ghter, HANNAH FINNIE.3 


RODHAM TULLOS served as an ensign in the Fauquier 
County Militia during the Revolutionary War. There 
is a record of him being an ensign on 24 March 1778, 
and a record of him having taken an oath in September 
1778.4 At a court held in Fauquier County on 26 Merch 
1782 claims were filed by several persons for supplies 
or services that had been "impressed for the use of 
the public." Although this was not military service, 
persons who had provided such supplies or services 
have been recognized by the Daughters of the American 
Revolution as patriots who “aided the colonists." 
Among the claims filed were these: RONHAM TULLOS for 
575 pounds of fodder; THOMAS JAMES for wheat; DIANAH 
JAMES for 575 pounds of beef; JOHN JAMES for 325 
pounds of beef; and WILLIAM HUNTON for 70 pounds of 
beef and four days service with a wagon. RODHAM 
TULLOS advertised in the Vriginia Gazette on 25 Oct- 
ober 1780 a mare that had been taken up in Fauquier 
near the head of Town Run. The same advertisement ap-~ 
peared again on 17 November 1780.6 RODHAM TULLOR

to Governor JOHN PAGE when JOHN TULLOS was appointed 
constable to serve for two year from 28 January 1894. 
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On 13 February 1802 the estate of JOHN JAMES was di- 
vided by SAMUEL BLACKWELL and JOHN BLACKWELL among the 
following heirs: Colonel PETER CONWAY, JOHN BRADFORD, 
JAMES THOMPSON, ISAAC EUSTACE, PETER HITT, RODHAM 
TULLOS and CHARLES HUME.? The marriage bonds of Fav- 
quier County show that all of those men had married ea 
daughter of JOHN JAMES.10 An article in the William 
and Mary Quarterlyl® incorrectly includes a CHARLES 
TULLOS on that list. An examination of the record 
shows mo CHARLES TULLOS listed. That is the earliest 
record that this compiler has found showing the TULLOS 
name spelled TULLOSS; therefore, it appears that the 
double 's' spelling originated with RODHAM TULLOS, but 
it appears that he used that spelling only intermit- 
tently. Many descendants of RODHAM's brother, JOSHUA 
TULLOS, also used that spelling and JOSHUA used it in 
his will. Ic appears that sons of those two men were 
the first to use the double 'e' spelling consistently. 


Pursuant to an order of the Fauquier Court, issued 
at the November 1815 term the estate of RODHAM TULLOS 
was appraised and inventoried by PETER CONWAY, Junior, 
JAMES SEATON, THOMAS HELM and RODHAM TULLOS, the ad- 
ministrators. Six slaves, valued at $3020.00, were 
divided among six legatees by SAMUEL CHILTON, JOHN 
GILLISON and WILLIAM THOMPSON. The legatees were: 
MARY JONES, SUSANNA JONES, RODHAM TULLOSS, JOHN J. 
TULLOSS, BENJAMIN TULLOSS and NANCY TULLOSS.11 There 
is no record of the disposition of any other property.

REES EDGAR TULLOSS, son of REES P. TULLOSS, 
was born 26 July 1881 in Leipsic, Putnam County, Ohio, 
and died 8 June 1959 in Springfield. Clark County, 

Ohio. He married ALPHA D. MILLER, June 1918, in Spring- 
field, Ohio. 


Dr. REES EDGAR TULLOSS was a prominent educator, 
businessman, civic and religious leader. He founded 
the Tulloss School of Touch Typewriting in 1901 and 
continued to operate it until 1917. He wrote several 
books on touch typing. He received the bachelor of 
arts degree from Wittenberg College, Springfield, Ohio, 
in 1906 and was awarded the bachelor of divinity de- 
gree by the Hamma Divinity School at Wittenberg in 
1909. Be attended Johns Hopkins University in 1915 
and 1916. He received his master of arts degree in 
1917 and his Ph. D. in 1918 from Harvard University. 
Lenoir College gave him an honorary doctorate of di- 
vinity in 1921, and Muhlenberg College gave him an 
honerary doctor of laws degree in 1923. Central State 
College awarded him a similar degree in 1930, and Wit- 
tenberg College gave him an honorary doctorate of 
human letters in 1949. 


After graduation from the Hamma Divinity School, 
Dr. TULLOSS served as pastor of Messiah Lutheran 
Church in Constantine, Michigan and served as secre- 
tary, and later president, of the Lutheran Synod of 
northern Indiana. He served as a second lieutenant in 
the Ohio National Guard in his youth. During World 
War I he served as director of research at the Naval 
Radio School at Harvard, He developed a mechanism for 
measuring the reaction time of radio operators and by 
revising the school's instructional procedures he 
greatly speeded up the training of radio operators for 
the war effort. In 1918 he assumed the pastorate of 
the First Lutheran Church of Mansfield, Ohio, then re~ 
turned to Wittenberg College as its president in 1920. 
He served the college as president until his retire- 
ment in 1949, Under his guidance Wittenberg College 
grew from a student body of 399 and a faculty of 13 to 
a student body of almost 1,400 and a faculty of 94. 
Assets and endowments of the college trebled during 
his administration, totaling more than nine million 
dollars in 1949. He was president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Springfield, Ohio, from 1930 until 1949, 
and served as chairman of its board of directors until 
his death. He was a member of the executive committee 
of the Ohio Chamber of Commerce from 1939 until 1949; 
he was director of the Ohio State Life Insurance Com- 
pany, and director and treasurer of William McCulloch 
and Sons Company. He belonged to Phi Kappa Psi, Kappa, 


Phi Kappa, Psi Chi, Tau Kappa Alpha, Tau Phi Phi, Phi 
Eta Sigma and Blue Key. He was a member of the Spring- 
field Rotary Club which he also served as president. 

He was one of the founders of Springfield's Community 
Chest. In 1947, as president of the National Luther- 
an Council, he was a delegate to the Lutheran World 
Federation Assembly at Lund, Sweden. 


Dr. TULLOSS was a member of the Ohio Histerical 
Society and he served as the society's president fron 
1956 until his death. He held other memberships, com- 
mitteeships and chairmanships to numerous to mention 
here. Throughout his long and active life Dr. TULLOSS 
maintained an active interest in the history of the 
TULLOSS/TULLOSS family, and he did extensive research 
on the family history. He collected copiea.of legal doc- 
uments; corresponded with other members of the family 
throughout the county; traveled to Virginia to conduct 
his own research in libraries there, to meet other 
members of the family, and to visit sites where an- 
cestors had lived; and he corresponded with both pro- 
fessional and amateur genealogists. His research on 
the family began before 1900 and continued until his 
death. He compiled an extensive file of notes and 
Material as a result of his research. Due to his ac- 
tive participation in the affairs of his community and 
his church, he never found the time to write the TUL- 
LOSS history that he planned for so many years. Th- 
rough the courtesy of a daughter, most of Dr. TULLOSS' 
notes and files have been made available to this com- 
piler. All of the important facts in Dr. TULLOSS' 
notes have been documented either by him or by this 
compiler. It has not:-been possible to determine, in 
all instances, where Dr. TULLOSS obtained some of the 
background material in his notes. Thus it has been 
necessary, in a few instance, to note that the info- 
rmation comes from Dr. TULLOSS' unpublished notes.

Thank for your last letter and the interesting information fi 
on the Tullises and Watsons. I’m enclosing materials about the 
some of the work that has been done on the Tullis/Tullos line in 
Mississippi. The leading genealogist was C.D. Cochran who wrote 
Tullos of Virginia in 1974. Cochran died last year and his 
papers are being indexed in San Antonio, Texas by Jane Tullos who 
is descendant of William, a nephew of Willoughby (and son of 
Willoughby’s brother John). William travelled with Willoughby’s 
family from Georgia to Mississippi in 1809. He was elected as 
William Tullis to the Mississippi Legislature in 1826 and he was 
a grandfather of Anselm J. McLaurin, a former Governor and U.S. 
Senator from Mississippi (the son of Lauchlin and Ellen Caroline 
Tullus McLaurin). 


I’m enclosing Cochran’s article along with the correction 
sheet on top. You should read this article carefully so that 
you’re up on the research that has been published on this line. 
I’m also enclosing a chart for John and Garner H. Tullis, your 
family group sheet on which I wrote my list of Willoughby’s 
children and some additional information about John and Garner H. 


When I wrote you last time, I was in contact with 
descendants of James in Texas who thought, as I had, that my 
great, great grandfather James as a son of the older James. It 
appears, however, that the older James and his family moved to 
Texas in the 1830’s and 1840’s. It would seem unlikely that they 
would have left the younger James behind in Mississippi if he 
were a son and who, at that time, would have been no more than a 
teenager. The younger James did not leave Mississippi until 
after 1855 when he went to Louisiana. 


Since I wrote to you last, it has become clear that James 
was, in fact, a son of Richard and Barsheba Magee Tullis. 
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Richard died in an accident in Covington County in 1826 when 
James was less than a year old (or was possibly not yet born if 
he was a twin of his brother Richard, the youngest son of 
Barsheba and the older Richard). This explains the strong ties 
that James had to the Magees in Covington and Simpson Counties. 
One of his sons was named Willis Magee Tullis after Willis Magee, 
a brother or cousin of Barsheba’s who was elected to the 
Mississippi Legislature from Covington County in the 1850 and 
1857. Another was Jacob Grubby Tullis, named after Jacob Grubby 
who was Barsheba’s second husband and James’ stepfather. 


The 1850 census in Covington County shows James, age 24, as 
farm manager for Robert Magee, Barsheba’s brother. James’ oldest 
son was William Richard (my great grandfather) who was named 
after his brothers William and Richard and, possibly, his father 
Richard. There are a number of other ties between James and the 
Magees, including a connection to the Browns of Simpson County 
which were a large extended family closely connected to the 
Magees. Sarah Brown, the daughter of William T. Brown, was 
James’ second wife; James’ brother Richard married Caroline Brown 
and, later, her sister Elizabeth Jane Brown. 


My relationship to John Tullis is that he was a brother of 
my ggggrandfather, Richard. To date, Garner H. Tullis has not 
been placed as a son of Willoughby or his brother, Temple. As I 
mentioned to you in my last letter, Garner H. may be from the New 
Jersey Tullis migration, rather than the Virginia migration about 
which Cochran writes. Many from the New Jersey migration went to 
Warren County, Ohio, a place from which it was easy to reach 
Mississippi by flat boat. Pat Bagwell, a descendant of Garner 
H., is attempting to determine if he from the New Jersey group. 
If he is not, we might then revisit the question of whether he is 
a brother or cousin of John. At this point, we simply do not 
know if John and Garner H. are related although the descendants 
of both were connected to the Watsons. — oe 


If you have any information that connects the Wrights in 
Hinds County with Sarah Wright, John’s second wife, I’d 
appreciate receiving it. In the 1850 federal census in Hinds 
County, John’s son Egbert was living next door to Sarah (while 
John appears to have been farming in Tensas Parish, Louisiana). 
It could be that she spent time in Hinds County because of family 
she may have had in the area. We know Sarah’s maiden name was 
Wright because she signed a deed with John using Wright as her 
middle name. (See enclosed copy of land record). 


This answers your question about "E. Janson". He is Egbert 
J. ("E.J.") Tullis, a son of John. He married Martha Watson and 
his sister Susan married James Watson. Eli is a son of Garner H. 
(See enclosed chart). 


I don’t know if Susan and Rebecca are half sisters. As you 


know, John’s first wife was Mary Mitchell whom he married in 1811 
in Adams County. Egbert was born in 1815 in Mississippi. If you 
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believe that Sarah’s appearance next door to Egbert in Hinds 
County in 1850 indicates that Egbert was Sarah’s son (rather than 
a stepson), it would appear that John was not married to Mary 
Mitchell for long. If this is the case, all three of John’s 
daughters (Susan, Sarah and Rebecca) would be full sisters. 


After you have had a chance to read the material I enclosed, 
I hope to hear from you with any thoughts you may have. I would 
be interested in knowing how you are connected to the Cables and 
Watsons. How did you get interested in genealogy and how long 
have you been involved in it. I, too, would like to write a 
publication when I’ve finished my research. Perhaps you can 
share your ideas about a good numbering system that can 
accommodate ten or more generations and the names of possible 
genealogical publishers. 


I am a civil trial attorney in San Francisco for the 
California Attorney General’s Office. I was born'on January 11, 
1944 in Los Angeles and have three daughters, Kerry (March 3, 
1971), Angela (December 26, 1972) and Lauren (July 25, 1995) who 
were all born in San Francisco. My father was Richard Anthony 
Tullis (1920-1974) and my grandfather was Richard Alonzo (1895- 
1971). My father and grandfather were born in Texas. My 
grandfather’s father was William Richard (1852-1922), the son of 
the younger James Tullis of Covington County. 


Please do not be confused by the spelling differences in the 
Tullis/Tullos line in Mississippi which not only include "Tullis" 
and "Tullos" but many other variations. The historical record 
shows that the Virginia migration that went to Mississippi was 
known for the most part by the spellings "Tullos" and "Tullis". 
The "Tullis" spelling was popular in southern and central 
Mississippi during the 1800’s, particularly among Willoughby’s 
children. At the turn of the century, those that remained in 
Mississippi changed the spelling to "Tullos" (this also happened 
in Texas where the early settlers were known as "Tillis" and 
"Tullous"). 


Some believe that “Tullos" was the older spelling from 
Virginia; however, in Virginia and, earlier, in Scotland the 
"Tullis" spelling appears in the historical record along with 
other variations. "%ullis" (and sometimes "Tulius") may be a 
phonetic spelling of "Tullos", "Tulloise" or other names that 
appear in Scottish records. One theory is that the name evolved 
as a variation of the name "Tulloch" which means "hill" in 
Gaelic. 


Although legends a’s0und, it is not known with any certainty 
why the spelling change occurred in Mississippi. It may, 
however, have been the inevitable result of the movement to a 
post-agrarian society in which educational levels rose and 
uniformity in the use and spelling of surnames gained importance. 
It is interesting that the same phenomenon occurred in Ohio with 
the opposite result. ‘hose from the Virginia migration that 
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settled in Ohio at the beginning of the Seventeenth Century (the 
descendants of Willoughby’s older brother Richard) were 
originally known as "Tullos" and "Tulloss". By the time of the 
Civil War, the named was changed to "Tullis". 


The reason for my family’s use of the "Tullis" spelling is 
idiosyncratic. They left Mississippi in the mid-1800’s when the 
"Tullis" spelling was widely used and they continued to use it 
after they settled in Louisiana. The same is true for John and 
his descendants who have consistently spelled the name "Tullis". 
This would also be the case for Garner H. if it is shown that he 
was related to John. You should be aware, however, that the New 
Jersey migration has used the "Tullis" spelling exclusively since 
their arrival in the American Colonies.

Dear Mrs. Strickland: 


Thank you for speaking with me this morning about the Tullos | 
and Tullis families of Mississippi. I’m looking for the father 
of James Tullis, my great, great grandfather. James Tullis was 
born between 1820 and 1824 and was enumerated in the 1850 federal 
census in Covington County, Mississippi (farming and living with 
the household headed by Robert Magee) and the 1870 census in 
Calcasieu Parish, Louisiana. He was married to Sarah Brown in 
1850 or 1851 and went to Louisiana in about 1855. 


As I told you on tne telephone, the leading candidate to be 
his father is James Tullis, a son of Willoughby Tullos/Tullis. 
Willoughby and his brotner, Temple, are the founders of the 
Mississippi Tullos and Tullis families. They were born in 
Virginia and later lived in North Carolina and Georgia; they went 
to Mississippi in two treks from Georgia: 1809 (Willoughby) and 
1811 (Temple). 


James (the son of Willoughby) was -born in about 1790; 
married Mary Sullivan on July 19, 1810 in Amite County; and 
served in the War of 1812 for three years (1812-15). He was 
enumerated in the federal census in Yazoo County with eight 
children. Two receipts from the Receiver’s Office in Augusta, 
Mississippi show that. James purchased two 40-acre parcels of land 
northeast of Burns in Smith County on December 7, 1835. I am 

enclosing this information about James. 


Several other Tullos/Tullis families lived in Smith County 
by the mid-1800’s: Thomas (DOB about 1790; a son of Temple who 
apparently had no children); Stephen (a son of Willoughby who had 

' children but no James); Jackson (a son of Stephen); and Sarah 
(DOB about 1817 and widow of an unidentified male with several 
children; her son Jares was born in about 1845). Sarah’s husband 
may be one of the sons of James (son of Willoughby). 


You mentioned that you may have information about the 
Sullivans in Smith County. These Sullivans are probably related 
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to James’ wife, Mary Sullivan. Since James does not show up in a 
census after 1830, it may be that he died. In that case, James’ 
children may have lived with Mary or other Sullivans in Smith 
County. Perhaps Smith County marriage records would show whether 
Mary Sullivan Tullis was remarried after 1835, the last record I 
have of James. 


I appreciate your offer to look at Smith County records for 
the elusive James. Given the reputation of the Sullivans in 
Smith County, it may be that James association with them made him 
a "black sheep" in the Tullos/Tullis families. In any event, I 
would be happy to receive any assistance you can provide in 
identifying James’ chilrden. 


Incidentally, in my research I’ve been gathering 
information about all the sons and daughters of Willoughby and 
Temple and their descendants. If you find or already have any 
information about these children, I would like very much to 
receive it. If you are interested in the information I’ve 
obtained, I’d be happy to share it with you.
